Excellent Attendance Still Contin- 
ues a Feature of the Meeting. 

Eastward Princess at a Long 
Price Furnishes a Sensation by 
Winning Her Race. 



MOBILE, Ala . . March 1.7. — Interesting racing was 
again the order this afternoon. The keen conten- 
tion in all the dashes and the confident air in the 
betting pavilion was striking evidence of ihe good 
work done by judge J. B. Campbell in removing 
suspicion from the sport. It is doubtful if a more 
wholesome atmosphere lias ever prevailed on a half- 
mile track than that here during the last two days. 
The banishment of jockeys Dominick and Ryan and 
ihe continued delving into other possible culprits in 
the Rising Rock. Fort Churchill. Panaman fiasco 
has had a salutary effect and brought a realization 
to would-be cheaters that Campbell is possessed of 
hackbone and will instantly apply measures to cor- 
rect evils and cause the banishment of offenders. 

Perfect weather again ruled and a surprisingly 
large crowd was at the fair grounds to view the 
racing. The restored confidence in the integrity of 
the sport resulted in twenty layers again operating, 
despite the heavy loss sustained by most of them 
yesterday. 

There were no outstanding features, the entire 
card being given over to the more lowly racers here, 
but the even speed of the starters caused spirited 
finishes, after they had run closely grouped in each 
dash during the early running. 

Several near falls, as a result of horses stum- 
bling, had the crowd on edge in several of the 
sprints. Luckily no mishaps resulted beyond lessen- 
ing the chances of those which happened to be 
the victims. Fast time was again the order in 
many of the dashes. The skinning process applied 
to the track being responsible for the improved 
records. 

The veteran Murphy again figured in a sparkling 
performance, it being his third victory of the meet- 
ing. On this occasion it was his best, for he car- 
ried the steadying impost of ISO jxmnds and won 
with consummate case in :58% for the about five- 
eighths distance. It duplicated his performance of 
yesterday, when lie carried much less weight. San 
Diego might have given him a harder race but for 
the fact that he almost fell from stumbling when 
he Struck a bad spoi in the track. Ace of Aces 
was another to stumble badly in the race and it 
caused his elimination front contention just when his 
chauce* seemed the best. 

E. W. Moore furnished the beaten favorite in the 
opening race in his Thief Bart hell, a first timer 
here. The Thief ran as if he might have been a 
trifle short and possibly not fully recovered from 
liis recent illness contracted on his arrival. 

The layers started off auspiciously here as a 
result of Rallynew’s victory, with Malvolio, another 
neglected one. landing iu second place. 

The Nashville turfman was more successful in 
the second race, for which his Miss Emma G. 
ruled favorite. She won easily from tlte outsider, 
Bah.v Evelyn, with Mabel A. landing third. 

St. .lust. Prim-ess Lou and Crest fought it out 
hard in the third race and finished in that order. 
Crest was favored here, but St. Just had consider- 
able attention. 

The concluding race brought the outstanding upset 
of tlie meetiug when Eastward Princess won from 
Dickie W. and Obstinate. Pie and Stevenson, the 
favorites, showed well for part of the way. but 
quit badly. 

Jockey “Sheets” Garner, who was suspended 
for the remainder of the meeting, following the 
disqualification of Crest several days ago, was 
given permission today to accept mounts during the 
final three days. He won his first mount with 
11 ally new in the opening race.

FAMOUS GRAVESEND TRACK DESERTED 

NEW YORK. N. Y., March !«.— All of the stables 
which spent the winter at the old Gravesend track 
have mo\ed to other quarters during the |»ast few 
weeks and the once popular home of the thorough- 
bred has been left entirely iu the hands of its 
new owners for subdivision into building lots. The 
last trainer to abandon Gravesend was Janies Fitz- 
simmons with the Quincy Stable horses. He trans- 
ferred his charges to Aqueduct today. 

Most of the Gravesend winter patrons have taken 
quarters at Aqueduct, which is under the same 
management as the abandoned track. Six of tlie 
large stables there have been inclosed and superin- 
tendent James Brennan lias the truck itself in mid 
summer condition. A large number of horses are at 
work on the course daily. 



Mud Runners Favored by Changed Conditions 
— Old Clark M. Is Victorious. 



HAVANA. Cuba. March 16. — Mud runners had 
their opportunity at Oriental Park this afternoon. 
Heavy rains that fell dining the nigiit made the 
going muddy and holding and this was responsible 
for the numerous withdrawals. Small fields went 
to the post in the different races and horses that 
fancied longer distances than the usual sprinting 
dashes were well provided for. as four of tiie six 
races were at a mile or over. 

Clark M.. the twelve-year-old soil of Kenilworth, 
scored his first victory of the meeting in the open- 
ing dash at five and a half furlongs. Hunt hustled 
the veteran to the front when the start came and 
in* made all the pace, but was tiring at the end and 
had to be ridden out to heat Smiling Through. 

Cabin Creek came from a long way back to beat 
Starkader by a head in Lite final strides in the sec- 
ond race, while Punctual had only to laiso a 
respectable gallop to tromph over the hand he met 
in the third race. 

Bill Hunley, which has developed into an unreli- 
able proposition, proved the best in the fourth. 

Penman and Judge Bud row' proved a winning 
combination iu the fifth. Tlie Whitney rider sent 
Judge Budrow to the front in the racing to the 
uirn and after settling him in liis stride kept him in 
front under restraint until the final eighth. Judge 
Budrow tired badly in tlie stretch, but Penman just 
jollied him and tlieu rode him hard to last long 
enough to beat the fast closing Dolpb by three parts 
of a length. The latter was blocked when he at- 
tempted to squeeze through nevt to the inside rail 
at the sixteenth post or he would have likely 
beaten Judge Budrow. 

Walter Turnbow raced with the rear division 
until rounding the far turn iu the sixth race, when 
he moved up with a great burst of speed in the 
stretch and drew away into a long lend. J. C. Stone 
was second and Brynlimah was third. 

The trainers of the probable starters in the $10.- 
000 Cuba Produce Stakes are hopiug for a fast 
truck yext Sunday, when the government endowed 
stake for native bred juveniles will be decided. 
If no more rain falls between now and that time 
they will have their hope fulfilled. The track is 
drying out and may even be fast for Saturday’s 
races. 

A field of size and quality is expected to parade 
for the big stake. Reports from the different 
training camps indicate that the youngsters are all 
ready to engage in the contest. This applies more 
particularly to Frank Steinliart’s and the C. A 
I>. stables, which possess what is regarded as the 
most dangerous candidates for the race. Frank S. 
and Babe Alice. l»oth winners, are regarded as 
sure standard bearers for the Steinhart stable, 
while Veuenn and Don Normand and possibly 
Donna Bella will represent the locally owned C. 
& 1). Stable.

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NEW ORLEANS. La.. March 16.— At a meeting 
<»f Cue board of directors of the Business Men’s 
Racing Association sharp action against past 
conditions here was taken. General manager R. 
S. Eddy. Jr., was caller! on to resign. He refused 
and iris office was abolished. At the same meet 
iug the appeals of Remy Doit and jockey Frank 
Coitiletii were ignored. Steps were also taken to 
clear tlie present $200,000 debt on the Old City 
Park race track, now a city park for the public. 

It was thought that the Eddy -Frigerio faction 
controlled tlie board of directors, but the contrary 
was the case. President A. B. ladellier and his 
friends were in control. This is the healthier 
group. Manager Eddy’s term of office automali- 
ally ends Monday. May 1. The stockholders of 
the Business Men’s Racing Association meet that 
day and then Ihe final battle will be waged and 
decided and a new board of directors elected. 

It is stated that John B. Campbell may be 
elected secretary of the association and have future 
charge of its racing. 

The board of directors after its meeting an- 
nounced that “dean racing without inditics” would 
be tlie new motto of the association and put the 
question as to whether they are to be backed up 
in their stand squarely up to the stockholders, an- 
nouncing that if the stockholders do not agree 
with them that the right course is being followed 
disapproval can be voiced at the annual meeting 
in May. 

The statement outlining the new policies of the 
association was signed by six of the directors. A. 
B. Ijotellier. Captain Theodore Smith. Frank St. 
John. \V . J. Salter. Leou Tttjagtie. all signed the 
statement. Mr. Salter signing it. after the meet- 
ing. both for himself and Arturo Dell Oito. who had 
authorized him to do so. Tlie other three of the nine 
directors were not at the meeting. 

TIJUANA TO CONTINUE INDEFINITELY 

TUI’ AN A, Mex., March 16.— President James \V. 
Coffroth today announced that the racing at Ti- 
juana would continue for an indefinite period. 

“When the Tijuana meeting was oi»ened last 
Thanksgiving day it. was with tlie announcement 
that racing would be conducted for 100 or more 
days.” said president Coffroth this morning.
